He graduated from
DePauw University in 1979, and from Temple University School of Law in 1982.  

Hogsett said, “it is with mixed emotion that this office bids farewell to the great
leadership provided by Tim Morrison and Christina McKee.  But we are all very excited about
the potential exhibited by the new leadership team, headed by Josh Minkler and Joe Vaughn.
